River crests lower, flooding 
less than predicted

When the river 
crested early last week, 
residents along the 
Ohio River waited in 
anticipation of the next 
round of rain that was 
predicted for the end 
of the week. Each day 
brought an ebb and 
flow of water from the 
river and storm drains, 
prompting residents to 
begin the arduous task 
of packing up their 
homes and businesses 
and moving the packed 
items to higher ground, 


whether it be a second 
floor room, on top of 
counters, or out to com¬ 
plete different locations. 
Each day came the new 
prediction for the crest 
level and where it would 
intrude into next. 

On Friday, February 
23rd, the City of Augusta 
declared a state of emer¬ 
gency and put into action 
their prepared plan of ac¬ 
tion. Included in that plan 
was the closing of every 
entrance into the city off 
Route 8 except for Mi¬ 


nerva Drive by Clopay 
and Main Street. By do¬ 
ing this on Sunday, Feb¬ 
ruary 25th after church 
services, it allowed resi¬ 
dents the ability to move 
items out without having 
to deal with extra traffic. 

Most businesses and 
residents affected by the 
water were able to move 
items out Friday and Sat¬ 
urday, and volunteers 
spent Sunday sandbag¬ 
ging business doors and 
other areas hoping to 
minimize water damage. 


Thankfully the Ohio 
River did not rise to 
the anticipated level 
and crested at 55.73 
feet, well below the 
predicted 58-62 feet in 
Augusta. 

Residents, business 
owners, and volunteers 
will continue to watch 
as the Ohio River sub¬ 
sides and begin the task 
of cleaning up and mov¬ 
ing everything back so 
life along the beauti¬ 
ful Ohio River can get 
back to normal.

POSSESSED BY GOD 

We tend to think of possession in a negative 
light, for example, saying that someone is 
possessed by a demon or thinking that someone 
is possessed by a spirit of greed or envy. But 
possession can be a positive thing. We can be 
possessed by God or by a divine spirit, such 
as love or compassion, to such an extent that 
these become something constant in our lives. 
Possession is more than just obsession. When one 
offers up all of one’s daily thoughts and activities 
to God, one is on the way to being possessed by 
God. When one stays in constant communication 
with God, praying becomes second nature, and 
the Biblical advice to “pray without ceasing” 
becomes a description of our inner life rather 
than a prescription for how we ought to live. 
Being possessed by God won’t necessarily 
change the outward appearance of our lives; we 
will still have to get up every morning and go 
to work, but we will do it with a sense that all 
of these mundane activities are being offered to 
God, and are being done as a devotion to God. 
Every breath and every step we take becomes a 
prayer and an act of devotion, and we are then on 
the way to living in the constant presence of God.

According to the TV 
meteorologist, the area 
has received nearly five 
inches above normal rain¬ 
fall for February with the 
majority of it falling last 
week causing flood waters 
to nearly reach the March 
1997 flood stage. May 
God bless, protect and 
sustain you as you and the 
many volunteers work to 
save lives and property! 
Even if you don’t live 
near a body of water, the 
ground water can cause 
problems for homeown¬ 
ers and we’ve lived long 
enough to know that this 
too will pass, we just need 
patience, a good sense 
of humor and probably 
a good wet-dry vacuum 
wouldn’t hurt! 

Sometimes keeping 
a good sense of humor is 
quite difficult when one 
receives numerous calls 
from telemarketers, espe¬ 
cially those that are known 
as ‘robocalls’. This type 
of call is initiated by a re¬ 
corded message when one 
answers the phone and the 
message instructs the re¬ 
cipient to press a certain 
number to talk with a live 
person. The website for 
the Federal Trade Com¬ 
mission (FTC) advises 
that you hang up and do 
not push any number. By 
pressing ‘1’ or any other 
number it will probably 
just lead to more robocalls. 
Telephone companies and 
services may be able to 
block these numbers, but 
there may be a fee asso¬ 
ciated with this service 
and you will most likely 
be wasting your money 
because the telemarketers 
change their Caller ID in¬ 
formation frequently. The 
FTC has stopped billions 
of these calls in the last 
several years but tracing 
such calls is extremely 
difficult and the telemar¬ 
keters that use robocalls 


are illegal and are scams. 

Legitimate robocalls 
allowed by the FTC are 
informational and come 
from schools, doctor’s of¬ 
fice, airlines, local emer¬ 
gency calls such as those 
received over the week¬ 
end sent out by Bracken 
County Dispatch, etc. We 
all have the good sense to 
distinguish those annoying 
illegal telemarketer calls! 
Ever increasing technol¬ 
ogy is good in the right 
hands, but it also allows 
the crooks into our homes 
while being thousands 
of miles away! You just 
need to hang up on these 
calls! Go to the website 
www.consumer.ftc.gov 
for further information. 
While on that website you 
can also access the Direct 
Marketing Associations 
website at www.DMA- 
choice.org and the $2 pro¬ 
cessing fee that covers a 
period of ten years allows 
the consumer to choose 
what mail and email they 
prefer. Along the same 
train of thought, you can 
also go to the National Do 
Not Call Registry to regis¬ 
ter your landline and cell 
phone numbers at www. 
donotcall.gov and if you 
have previously registered 
your numbers, you can get 
a confirmation of those 
numbers on that website 
as well. 

All this of course takes 
time that we’re not sure 
consumers have to invest! 
It is up to individuals to 
determine if an hour spent 
on the computer is worth 
somewhat less mail, email 
and phone calls. Junk mail 
is still recyclable so if you 
are a dedicated recycler, 
the junk mail goes to the 
recycling trailer; however, 
if you don’t recycle, may¬ 
be you should consider 
registering to receive less 
junk mail or better yet, 
begin a recycling program 
in your home or office! 
Praying for everyone’s 
safety and well-being as 
waters recede and we all 
get back to the business of 
RECYCLING, REUSING 
and REDUCING to keep 
God’s earth clean, green 
and beautiful!

More On Car 
Seat Safety 

Since their develop¬ 
ment in the late 1980’s 
air bags have saved 
thousands of lives by 
protecting drivers and 
passengers during fron¬ 
tal crashes. Although air 
bags have saved many 
lives, they are dangerous 
to children. The rear seat 
is the safest place for chil¬ 
dren younger than 13. 

Car seats have an 
expiration date on them, 
weight, height recom¬ 
mendations, along with 
safe installation instruc¬ 
tions. If the car seat is 
in an accident it must be 
replaced. For older chil¬ 
dren in booster seats the 
shoulder strap must come 
across the childs’ shoul¬ 
der not their neck. When 
a child or adult is riding 
in the seat the shoulder 
strap must come across 
the shoulder not the 
neck. 

If the child wants to 
put the shoulder strap be¬ 
hind them, that is one of 
our cues that they are not 
big enough to ride with¬ 
out a booster seat. Shoul¬ 
der straps keep us safe if 
they are used properly. In 
many vehicles the shoul¬ 
der straps can be adjust¬ 
ed, to help with proper 
fit. Safety belts and car 
seats saves many lives 
but must be used prop¬ 
erly. 

Bracken County 
Health Department has 
personnel available to en¬ 
sure that your car seat is 
installed properly. If you 
have multiple car seats, 
feel free to come by the 
BCHD to ensure they are 
in the properly installed.

The big problem is 
that they are on the Mi¬ 
gratory Bird List and it 
is illegal to shoot them. 
Even with a permit from 
KY Farm Bureau to take 
up to 3 birds, you cannot 
be with the herd 24 / 7, so 
utilizing other methods 
to keep them away from 
your farm is highly rec¬ 
ommended. 

I have plans on how 
to build your own Effigy 
here at the office and I 
have one for you to view 
to see how it is construct¬ 
ed. For less than $30 you 
can purchase the materi¬ 
als you need and you can 
build one yourself. 

The key to good con¬ 
trol is to get the Effigy up 
Q f in a visible tree on your 
farm before calving sea¬ 
son.
